APRIL’S  ARTS  FESTIVAL  PLANS  G 


S.A.B.  plans  for  the  1973  PUCC 
Arts  Festival  are  underway,  with 
a  list  of  top-flight  films,  con¬ 
troversial  lecturers,  classical 
music,  craftsmen,  dance  theatre, 
and  the  art  and  literary 
exhibition  highlighting  this 
second  annual  affair  to  be  held 
from  April  9  -  15. 

One  of  the  features  of  the 
Festival  will  be  lecturer, 
Christine  Jorgensen,  formerly 
known  as  George  Jorgensen.  Now 
at  46,  Christine  has  had  twenty 
years  of  "womanhood,"  and  she 
will  speak  on  such  subjects  as 
transsexuality  and  gener  identity 
problems.  There  will  also  be  a 
question  and  answer  period 
following  her  lecture.  She  is 
scheduled  to  speak  on  Tuesday, 
April  10. 

Among  the  list  of  films  for  the 
Festival  are  "Anne  of  the  1000 
Days,"  "Hello  Dolly,"  "Per¬ 
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formance,"  "Greek  Gods  In 
Art,"  "International  House," 
"The  Bad  Seed,"  "The  Davids  of 
Florence,"  "Pertaining  to 
Chicago,"  "Topper  Returns," 
and  "A  Time  for  Bach." 

"The  Renoir  Strings"  from 
Chicago  will  present  the  opening 
musical  event  of  the  week,  and 
Dr.  Fischer's  Slavic  piano  recital 
will  highlight  music  from  many 
European  countries. 

The  art  and  literary  exhibition 
will  be  open  the  entire  week,  with 
a  special  showing  for  PUCC's 
Annual  Openhouse  on  April  15. 
Categories  in  the  art  show  will 
include  acrylics  and  oils,  ar¬ 
chitecture  renderings,  water 
colors,  drawing,  mixed  media, 
three  dimensional  art,  and  textile 
crafts  and  pottery.  The  literary 
exhibition  will  include  the  areas 
of  short  story,  poetry,  critical 
essay,  informal  essay,  drama, 


freshman  composition,  and 
report  writing. 

A  special  feature  of  the 
Festival  is  planned  on  the  last 
day  of  the  week,  with  the  Chicago 
Contemporary  Dance  Theatre 
presenting  a  mini  concert  in  the 
lounge  followed  by  The  Old  Town 
of  Craftsmen  displaying  their 
crafts  and  selling  their  art. 

The  Student  Activities 
Bureau's  steering  committee  for 
the  Festival  is  composed  of 
Gregg  Ladd,  Alexis  Golgart, 
Simeon  Tauber,  Pap  Pappas, 
Wade  Werth,  Mark  Szynorowski, 
Marilyn  Zimmerman,  Nuria 
White,  Jacqueline  Adzia,  Bob 
Stephens,  Joe  Thiel,  Loretta 
Gunn,  Margi  Osborn,  Laura 
Walker,  Annabelle  Unate,  Sue 
Grabovac,  Mary  Plemish,  Sophie 
Profilovich,  Penny  Ferris  and 
Da've  Sporinsky.  Adviser  to  the 
Festival  is  Mrs.  Wilson. 
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utilities  and  campus  services, 
farm  facilities,  and  rehabilitation 
and  repair  of  existing  buildings  at 
the  West  Lafayette  Campus  and 
$11.9  million  for  a  similar  capital 
program  at  Purdue's  three 
regional  campuses  at  Hammond, 
Westville,  and  Fort  Wayne. 

The  ICHE  recommendation  to 
the  Indiana  General  Assembly 
cut  all  new  buildings  but  retained 
$2.54  million  for  rehabilitation 
and  repair  at  the  West  Lafayette 
Campus  and  $1.05  million  for  the 
three  regional  campuses. 

The  president  warned  that  the 
regional  campuses  are  still 
projecting  future  enrollment 
growth  and  that  while  "good 
progress"  had  been  made  on  a 
biennium-by-biennium  basis,  "to 
stand  still  now  will  cause  to  lose 
ground  and  will  make  catching 
up  at  higher,  future  prices  even 
more  difficult." 

President  Hansen  also  said  the 
facility  situation  at  the  West 
Lafayette  Campus  is  marked  by 
"the  fact  that  many  of  our 
buildings  aresimply  wearing  out. 
Unfortunately,  we  have 
developed  no  policy  of 
'depreciation  appropriations'  in 
Indiana  to  provide  for 
replacement  of  depreciated  and 
obsolete  structures.  This,  too,  is 
something  which  must  be  done  on 
a  biennium-by-biennium  basis. 

"At  West  Lafayette,  our  School 
of  Technology  is  so  inadequately 
housed  that  some  programs  have 
been  capped.  Buildings  of  our 
schools  of  Agriculture  and 
Engineering  have  depreciated 
and  become  obsolete;  our 
Department  of  Education  has  a 
totally  inadequate  facility.  Real 


Do  you  hate  PUCC?  Do  you 
think  there  are  a  lot  of  things 
wrong  with  PUCC?  Do  you  think 
you  have  a  solution  to  a  problem 
at  PUCC?  Would  you  like  to  tell 
someone  what  you  think  about 
this  university?  G.A.S.,  the 
student  government  here,  is 
interested  in  what  you  have  to 
say.  G.A.S.  can  be  an  effective 
mouthpiece  for  the  students,  but 
in  order  to  do  so,  they  must  know 
what  the  students  are  thinking. 
So,  after  months  of  trying  to  get 
the  students  to  come  to  G.A.S., 
the  members  are  going  directly 
to  the  students. 

Today,  March  9,  1973,  G.A.S.  — 
fourteen  members  strong  —  will 
be  in  the  lobby  of  the  SFLC 
building  from  9  a.m.  to  9  p.m. 
This  will  give  every  student  a 
chance  to  tell  GAS  how  they  see 
PUCC. 
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problems  also  exist  within  our 
Department  of  Psychological 
Sciences  and  in  a  number  of  our 
humanities  areas. 

Plans  to  move  ahead  in  nursing 
education  with  federal  help  will 
now  have  to  be  stopped. 
Similarly,  program  ad¬ 
vancement  in  the  area  of  life 
sciences  will  be  curtailed. 

"We  are  fully  aware  that  not  all 
of  these  problems  can  be  solved 
at  once,  but  we  believe  an  or¬ 
derly,  planned  approach  would 
be  wise  with  progress  being  made 
over  a  period  of  time.  To  lose  two 
complete  years  of  such  a  process 
is  a  real  setback.  I  believe  that 
those  of  us  who  have  the 
responsibility  for  administering 
our  institutions  of  higher 
education  are  mainly  concerned 
about  a  rational  plan  from  the 
commission  that  allows  us  to 
carry  out  institutional  planning. 
Furthermore,  l....ask  that  the 
presidents  have  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  plans  that  have  such  an 
impact  on  the  colleges  and 
universities... 

"In  the  years  following  World 
War  II,  Indiana's  state  univer¬ 
sities  developed  a  Ten  Year 
Building  Program  to  assure 
orderly  growth,  consistent  with 
the  needs  of  the  period.  I  suggest 
that  the  commission  consider 
developing  a  similar  program, 
based  upon  the  current  situation, 
to  assure  the  best  use  of 
resources  in  the  next  decade.  The 
key  to  success  of  a  plan  is  year- 
by-year  progress.  But  I  fear  there 
will  be  no  progress  in  the  two 
years  ahead,"  President  Hansen 
told  Kessler.

Cal's  Expansion 
Now  Stagnant 


Contractor  delays  and  delays  in 
material  delivery  have  held  up 
completion  of  the  new  classroom- 
office  building,  originally 
scheduled  for  occupancy  on 
February  1.  According  to 
Associate  Dean  Richard  Combs, 
the  building  on  Woodmar  Avenue 
is  expected  to  be  completed  later 
this  month  and,  hopefully,  oc¬ 
cupied  before  the  end  of  the 
semester. 

Dean  Combs  also  mentioned 
that  plans  for  the  proposed 
physical  education-recreation 
facility  have  been  temporarily 
delayed  until  the  state  legislature 
allocates  funds  for  the  1973-75 
biennium.  If  enough  funds  are 
received  from  the  state,  con¬ 
struction  could  still  begin  this 
year,  as  planned,  and  the 
building  ready  for  use  in  the  fall 
of  1975. 

However,  the  following  memo, 
from  Lafayette,  to  the  regional 
campuses  gives  some  indication 
that  building  plans  could  be 
frozen  indefinitely. 

President  Hansen  has  ex¬ 
pressed  "deep  concern"  that  the 
Indiana  Commission  for  Higher 
Education  (ICHE)  "recom¬ 
mended  no  funds  whatever  for 
new  buildings  at  any  of  the 
Purdue  campuses  for  the  1973- 
1975  biennium. 

In  a  letter  to  Dr.  James  B. 
Kessler,  ICHE  commissioner, 
President  Hansen  said  that  "in 
my  judgement  this  does  not 
represent  wise  long-range 
planning  on  the  part  of  the  state." 

Fhjrdue  has  sought  $12  million 
in  capital  requests  for  the  1973-75 
biennium  for  new  buildings.

Editorial: 

The  Indiana  House  did  the  right 
thing  in  voting  to  repeal  statutes 
authorizing  the  sterilization  of 
mental  patients.  The  law,  in 
permitting  the  procedure  on  the 
iudgment  of  the  superintendent 
of  any  state  mental  hospital, 
puts  too  much  discretion  in  the 
hands  of  a  bureaucrat, 
much  discretion  in  the  hands  of  a 
bureaucrat. 

Even  more  to  the  point  is  the 
inappropriateness  of  sterilization 
as  a  way  of  dealing  with  a  mental 
patient,  criminal,  or  any  other 
individual  who  finds  himself  at 
the  disposal  of  civil  authorities.  It 
is  one  thing  to  confine  a  person 
who  is  a  threat  to  society;  it  is 


up  for  an  unprepared  session: 
"Well,  what  do  you  want  to  talk 
about  today?"  If  we  knew, 
buster,  we  jolly  well  wouldn't  be 
sitting  here  asking  you  about  itl 

Fact  III:  Professors  get  (as  far 
as  student  reaction  is  concerned) 
exactly  what  they  want.  Let's 
face  it  -  a  guy  that  has  (sup¬ 
posedly)  studied  that  much 
simply  has  to  know  some  func¬ 
tional,  interesting  facts  about  this 
subject.

Has  he  read  any  of  the 
Fish  and  Wildlife  reports  lately? 
Or  ever?  Does  he  know  that  an 
over-population  of  any  species 
causes  starvation  and  slow 
death?  Did  he  ever  see  a  full 
grown  White  Tail  Deer  lying  dead 
3  feet  from  a  150  lb.  stack  of  hay? 
If  an  autopsy  were  taken  it  would 
show  the  deer's  stomach  stuffed 
with  the  hay  but  unable  to  digest 
it  because  his  metabolism  was 
set  for  leaves  and  branches  but 
fhere  was  none  left  because  of  the 
overpopulation. 


Does  he  know  that  every  time  a 
hunter  buys  a  new  gun  or  a  box  of 
ammunition  he  contributes  to 
conservation?  How?  Because 
when  the  Pittman- Robertson  Act 
of  1937  was  passed  with  strong 
hunter  support,  it  specified  that 
an  ll%exisetaxon  sporting  arms 
and  ammunition  was  to  be  spent 
for  conservation.  The  money 
(Hunter's  money)  is  prorated  to 
the  states,  enabling  them  to  set 
aside  and  improve  millions  of 
acres  for  wildlife.  This  land,  paid 
for  by  hunters,  is  enjoyed  by  all 
the  public.  Hunters  provide 
almost  $40  million  a  year  for 
conservation  through  this  tax 
which,  since  1937,  has  raised  over 
$438  million. 

Mr.  Healy  then  states  he  was 
held  up  by  a  gunman  and  the 
gunman  agreed  that  there  should 
not  be  any  gun  control .  What  does 
a  criminal  care  if  there  is  gun 
control  or  not.  He  will  get  a  gun 
anyway.  If  cheap  guns  are 
outlawed  he  will  pay  the  price  for 
a  more  expensive  gun  or  just 
steal  one.  And  contrary  to  public 
belief  hunters  do  hunt  with  hand 
guns. 

What  Mr.  Healy  should  be 
advocating  is  a  tougher  Court 
system  and  tougher  judges,  not 
more  gun  laws.

But  what  I  get  are 
blind  indefensible  attacks,  if 
anything.  A  relatively  few  have 
communicated  to  me  directly. 
And  those  few  I  am  more  than 
grateful  for. 

I  shall  remain  indebted  to  those 
few  in  the  student  body  and  those 
in  the  faculty  who  have  com¬ 
municated  to  and  with  me.  I  wish 
more  students  felt  the  power 
within  themselves  to  express 
what  they  think  and  feel.  So  far 
there  have  been  depresslngly 
few. 

Postcript:  To  that  particular 
man  who  thinks  my  article  "THE 
CHOICE"  was  about  him. ..save 
your  ego,  honey,  it  wasn't.

The  emergency  meeting  of  the 
SAB  was  called  to  order  at  6:30 
p.m.,  February  27,  1973  after  the 
fact  finding  session  concerning 
the  Marathon  Dance  was  held.

Boycott  McDonalds,  Why??? 


Many  students  passing  by  Mrs. 
Stoddard's  information  desk  in 
the  S.F.L.C.  lobby  have  stopped 
and  asked  about  the  yellow  poster 
with  Ronald  McDonald  holding  a 
sign  that  says  'Boycott  Mc¬ 
Donalds'.  To  help  clarify  the 
situation,  here  is  a  summary  of 
what  the  poster  says: 

In  1968,  the  chairman  of  Mc¬ 
Donald's  hamburger  chain,  Ray 
Kroc,  donated  $1,000  to  Richard 
Nixon's  presidential  campaign. 
Last  September  Mr.  Kroc  kicked 
in  a  whopping  $255,000  to  re-elect 
Nixon. 

Mr.  Kroc  vigorously  denied 
that  his  sudden  political  splurge 
had  anything  to  do  with  a  lobby¬ 
ing  drive  to  hold  down  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  for  McDonald's  army 
of  youthful  workers. 

The  contribution,  however,  was 
specially  earmarked  for  the 
Congressional  campaign  to  keep 
the  minimum  wage  for  youth  at 
$1.60  per  hour  while  the  regular 
minimum  wage  would  be  raised 
to  $2.00.  This  sub-minimum  wage 
would  save  McDonald's  drive-ins 
40  cents  per  hour  for  millions  of 
man-hours.  (Note:  It  will  take 
McDonald's  only  102,000  man¬ 
hours  to  re-coup  the  investment 
of  $255,000). 


Kroc  said  that  the  $255,000 
contribution  had  absolutely 
nothing  to  do  with  the  minimum 
wage  controversy.  The  ham¬ 
burger  king  insisted  he  wasn't 


trying  to  influence  the  White 
House  but  merely  wanted  to  buy 
"some  insurance  in  the  free 
enterprise  system  in  which  I 
strongly  believe."

The  Financial  Task  Force,  made 
up  of  Bill  Kaminsky,  George 
Kapnas,  Tom  Stahura,  and 
myself,  has  been  on  somewhat  of 
a  campaign  as  of  late.  This  trek 
specifically  dealt  with  finding  out 
exactly  how  much  money  was 
paid  out  by  P.U.C.C.  students  in 
fees;  these  fees  being  the  Ac¬ 
tivities  Fee,  the  Commencement 
Fee,  the  Athletic  Fee,  and  the 
Parking  Fee.  The  task  force 
wanted  and  did  get  a  breakdown 
on  this  money,  that  is,  to  what 
groups  this  money  is  being 
dispersed.  This  article  will  deal 
only  with  the  Activities  Fee. 

The  following  income  and 
expense  sheet  deals  totally  with 
the  Activities  Fee  for  the  1972-73 
school  year.  This  sheet  is  com¬ 
plete  with  the  following  ex¬ 
ceptions.  The  Activities  Bureau's 
budget  was  actually  a  com¬ 
bination  of  the  Student  Activities 
Bureau's  budget  and  the  Black 
Student  Union's  budget.  S.A.B. 
was  allocated  $12,950,  while 
B.S.U.  received  $2,225.  S.A.B.  has 
since  received  and  additional 
$3,520:  $1,550  for  capital  (one  16 
mm  projector)  and  $1,965  for 
security  services  and  set  up 
charge  (in  that  all  activities  now 
have  to  pay  for  services  that  were 
free  last  year).  This  $3,520  was 
drawn  from  Reserve.  (Because 
of  Mr.  Andrews  in  the  Business

Padberg  Directs  'Crucible' 


The  Crucible,  a  play  by  Arthur 
Miller,  will  be  presented  shortly 
by  the  PUCC  players,  under  the 
able  direction  of  Professor  Daniel 
Padberg.  In  the  past  four  years. 
Professor  Padberg  has  directed 
such  plays  as  The  Diary  of  Anne 
Frank,  Star-Spangled  Girl,  and 
Dark  of  the  Moon.

When  it  originally  opened 
in  the  50's,  a  parallel  was  drawn 
between  the  historical  events  of 
1962  and  the  incidents  in  America 
with  McCarthyism  like  guilt  by 
association  and  implication  with 
justice  falling  by  the  wayside. 
The  Crucible  retains  a  univer¬ 
sality  today  because  it  has 
something  to  say  about  bigotry, 
ignorance,  blanket  identity, 
jealousy,  &  indifference  to 


human  life.  The  Crucible,  being  a 
modern  tragedy,  talks  about  how 
a  man  of  honor  should  react  to 
social  problems  during  periods  of 
utter  chaos." 

There  is  an  aura  of  excitement 
which  is  currently  surrounding 
all  the  members  of  the  show. 
Perhaps  it's  the  home  made 
costumes  designed  by  Kay  Smith 
or  the  new  heavy  iron  manacles. 
I'm  inclined  to  believe,  however, 
that  the  cast  gets  its  enthusiasm 
from  their  tireless  and 
majestically  bearded  director, 
Dan  Padberg.

The  National  Association  of 
Collegiate  Veterans  filed  a 
suit  in  federal  court  against 
and  HEW  official  charging 
him  with  failing  to  implement 
a  1972  law  designed  to  provide 
educational  services  for 
veterans. 

The  law,  known  as  the 
"Cranston  Amendment", 
authorizes  cost-of-instruction 
payments  to  institutions  of 
higher  education  which  enroll 
as  undergraduates  prescribed 
levels  of  veterans  and  which 
offer  special  recruitment, 
outreach,  tutorial  assistance, 
counseling,  and  other 
programs  benefiting  veterans. 
Although  the  payments  are 
made  to  schools  rather  than  to 
veterans,  the  law  requires 
that  at  least  50%  of  the  funds 
be  applied  directly  to  veter¬ 
ans'  programs  by  each 
grantee  college. 

In  appropriating  $25  million 
last  fall  for  the  law's  first  year 
of  operation.  Congress  in¬ 
dicated  the  funds  were  to  be 
made  available  to  schools  for 
the  second  half  of  the  1972-1973 
academic  year.  However,  the 
Office  of  Education  has  failed

to  take  even  the  first 
toward  the  law's 
plementation -the  issuance  of 
guidelines  to  aid  colleges  in 
preparing  and  submitting 
applications  for  funds  under 
the  program.  Instead,  the 
Administration  has  recom¬ 
mended  in  the  President's 
fiscal  1974  budget  that  the  $25 
million  appropriation  for 
fiscal  1973  be  rescinded  and 
and  has  recommended  no  new 
funding  for  fiscal  '74. 

The  NACV  lawsuit  asks  that 
the  Commissioner  of 
Education  be  compelled  to 
issue  the  necessary  guidelines 
within  fifteen  days  and  that 
his  office  begin  accepting  and 
approving  applications  for 
such  payments  and  dispensing 
funds  to  qualified  applicants. 

James  Mayer,  NACV 
President,  feels  that  this  suit 
"is  the  initial  action  to  regain 
programs  and  appropriations 
passed  in  the  92nd  Congress, 
but  to  date,  not  initiated  or 
released  because  of  an  'ad¬ 
ministrative  impoundment'  of 
appropriated  funds." 

NACV  is  represented  in  the 
suit  by  attorneys  employed  by 
Ralph  Nader's  Public  Citizen.

Assault  On  A  Queen

For  weeks,  John  Gerovac, 
editor  of  the  Nexus,  has  been 
flooding  the  White  House  with 
requests  for  an  interview  with  the 
President.  Gerovac  claimed  that 
the  Nexus  was  every  bit  as  good 
as  the  New  York  Times  and, 
under  civil  rights  laws,  shouldn't 
be  discriminated  against. 
Finally,  last  Monday,  he  received 
a  letter  from  President  Nixon's 
appointments  secretary.

Dr.  Woodman  Receives  Grant 


An  in-depth  study  of  the  poetry 
of  the  late  Wallace  Stevens  will 
be  prepared  this  summer  in  a 
special  research  project  by  a 
faculty  member  of  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus. 

Dr.  Leonora  Woodman, 
assistant  professor  of  English, 
has  received  a  Purdue  Research 
Foundation  grant  to  permit  her  to 
complete  a  full-length 
documentation  of  Steven's  poetry 
during  the  1973  Summer  Session 
which  begins  in  mid-June. 

Financial  grants  of  this  type 


are  awarded  annually  by  the 
Foundaiion  to  university  staff 
members  to  help  them  carry  out 
scholarly  programs,  particularly 
during  the  summer  months. 

Mrs.  Woodman  has  completed 
a  first  draft  of  the  Steven's  study, 
portions  of  which  have  already 
attracted  scholarly  interest. 
"Texas  Studies  in  Literature  and 
Language,"  a  leading  journal  of 
the  humanities,  will  soon  publish 
an  article  abstracted  from  the 
draft.

Before  Stanley  had  a  chance 
to  ask  him  where  the  tree  was, 
the  colonist  ran  down  the  road 
to  warn  his  friends  and 
relatives  (there  is  a  dif¬ 


ference). 

So  Stanley  began  to  search 
for  the  talking  tree.  This  was  a 
pretty  big  job  because  in  those 
days  all  of  New  England  was  a 
forest.  542,768,941  trees  later 
Stanley  was  beginning  to  get 
a  little  discouraged. 

"I  don't  know  what  I'm 
going  on  for!"  He  said  out 
loud. 

"Four,"  said  the  tree  next  to 
him.  "One,  two,  three,  four." 

"You  talked!"  cried  the 
professor,  "Talk  some  more!

"That  works?  It  teaches  the 
child  to  count?" 

"Sure,  my  kid  likes  it  better 
than  Sesame  Street." 

"  I  must  take  this  back  to  the 
Twentieth  Century  with  me," 
said  Toric. 

"Are  you  kiddin'?"  asked 
the  witch,  "You  can't  take  the 
count  tree  out  of  Salem." 


the  manuscript  in  final  form  and 
submit  it  for  publication  in  the 
fall. 

"Wallace  Stevens  Is  considered 
one  of  the  foremost  poets  writing 
in  English  in  the  20th  century," 
she  related.  "Considered  by 
critics  as  a  native  American 
humanist,  he  published  over  600 
poems  between  1914  and  1955,  the 
year  of  his  death.  Interest  in  his 
works  has  grown  in  recent  years 
because  many  critics  agree  that 
he  was  a  secular  poet  whose  work 
contains  ambiguities  and 
paradoxes  which  are  never  fully 
resolved." 

The  thesis  of  her  study  is  that 
Steven's  poetry  has  been 
misunderstood,  largely  because 
critics  neglected  to  study  his 
vocabulary,  which  is  arbitrary 
and  private,  Mrs.  Woodman  said. 

In  her  analysis  she  said  she 
seeks  to  show  that  Steven's 


thought  was  consistent,  free  of 
’the  "confusions"  attributed  to 
him  by  scholars,  who  have  not 
recognized  his  eccentric 
linguistic  manipulations. 

Mrs.  Woodman  concludes  that 
Stevens  was  a  religious 
poet— although  not  in  the 
traditional  sense — whose  work 
belongs  with  the  works  of  two 
other  modern  poets  writing  in  the 
mythological  mode — Eliot  and 
Yeats. 

Mrs.  Woodman,  faculty 
member  at  the  Calumet  Campus 
since  1971,  is  the  wife  of  Dr. 
Harold  D.  Woodman,  professor  of 
history  at  Purdue's  West 
Lafayette  Campus.  A  graduate  of 
Chicago  Teachers  College,  she 
holds  a  master's  degree  in 
English  from  Northwestern 
University  and  a  doctoral  degree 
from  University  of  Missouri  in 
English. 


Adult  Courses  in  Art 


Two  new  adult  education 
courses  will  be  offered  by  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus  for 
persons  wishing  to  develop  ar¬ 
tistic  hobbies  in  different  medias. 

The  Office  of  Continuing 
Education  is  presenting  the  non¬ 
credit  offerings  in  Advanced 
Painting  and  Painting  Water- 
colors  With  Oriental  Overtones, 
both  starting  in  mid-March. 

Both  classes  will  be  taught  by 
Mrs.  Harriet  Rex  Smith,  part- 
time  faculty  member  who  has 
won  numerous  awards  for  her 
paintings.  A  Valparaiso  area 
resident,  Mrs.  Smith  has  won 
prizes  at  juried  art  exhibits  and 
art  fairs  throughout  the  midwest. 

The  Advanced  Painting  course 
starts  March  12  and  is  scheduled 
for  10  Mondays  from  7:30  to  10 
p.m.  It  is  open  to  persons  with 
painting  experience  who  wish  to 
continue  development  in  areas  of 
oils  and  acrylics.  Emphasis  will 
be  on  acquiring  a  personal  style 
and  understanding  of  the 
elements  of  color,  line  com¬ 
position,  design  and  technique. 

The  exotic  beauty  of  Oriental 
brush  painting  will  be  practiced 
in  the  watercolor  class  that 


begins  March  14.  The  class  will 
meet  for  10  sessions  on  Wednes¬ 
days  from  7:30  to  10  p.m., 

stressing  painting  on  paper  with 
brush,  ink  and  color  in  the 
Chinese  manner. 

Art  history  is  included  to 
acquaint  participants  with  the 
philosophy  of  Oriental  painting. 
Enrollees  will  paint  buds  and 
flowers,  grass  and  bamboo,  birds 
and'  fish,  and  with  a  few 
meaningful  strokes  combine 
them  into  harmonious  com¬ 
binations  that  are  the  essence  of 
Oriental  art. 

Enrollment  will  be  limited  to  20 
persons  in  each  class,  but  ad¬ 
vance  registration  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  at  the  Bursar's  Office. 

The  fee  is  $45  for  each  course. 
However,  there  is  a  special 
discount  for  senior  citizens,  who 
are  65  or  older.  The  discount 
amounts  to  half  the  regular  fee. 

The  instructor,  Mrs.  Smith,  has 
been  a  guest  lecturer  in  ar¬ 
chitectural  technology  since  1965 
at  the  Calumet  Campus.  A 
graduate  of  Indiana  University, 
she  has  a  master  of  fine  arts 
degree  from  the  University  of 
Notre  Dame.
